Disgust as pet dog 
is shot in the face 


A DOG owner has expressed her disgust 
after her pet was shot in the face in her 
back garden. 

Bruce, a 3-year-old French Mastiff, had 
to have a pellet removed from his left 
cheek after it became lodged underneath 
the skin. 

His owner Caron Byrne, of Mill Hill, 
Haverhill, is dismayed that someone tar¬ 
geted the animal while it sat in the garden 
at her home. 

She said: “When I take him out for walks 
he’s always on a lead. The only other time 
they’re outside is in the garden. 

“The worst thing is that it happened 
when he was sitting just outside our 
home.” 

Caron discovered Bruce’s injury after 
stroking him and feeling the blood on his 
face. Her son James, 26, removed the pel¬ 
let and the animal has now made a full 
recovery. 

Caron also has another French Mastiff, 
Blossom, and two black and white cats 
Vieira and Vinnie. 

She adopted Bruce and Blossom from a 
home in Bristol just a few months ago 
after finding the pair in an online advert. 

The 45-year-old has always kept ani¬ 
mals at home, and said it has not been the 
first time that one of them has come 
home with an injury from an air rifle. 

She has lived in Mill Hill for 12 years. 

Caron said: “My dogs don’t even bark 
when somebody comes to the door. My 
partner’s grandson who’s 3 comes and 
plays with them and rides on their backs 
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like horses. 

“I walk them when there’s hardly any¬ 
one around in the evening or early morn¬ 
ing because people get spooked by the 
size of them.” 

A police spokesman said: “Crimes such 
as this are extremely cruel to the animal 
concerned and could have resulted in 
more serious injuries. 

“We would appeal to anyone with infor¬ 
mation about this incident to come for¬ 
ward and we will be pursuing all lines of 
enquiry.” 

The incident happened between 8am 
and 2pm on December 18. 

Anyone who witnessed any suspicious 
behaviour in the area, or who has infor¬ 
mation relating to this incident, is asked 
to contact PC Rupert Beynon at Haverhill 
Police Station on 101.

Teacher’s MBE for work in 
transforming reading

A TEACHER is being recognised for 
her work in helping children learn to 
read. 

Sue Lloyd, of Helions Bumpstead, is 
being awarded an MBE in the New 
Year Honours List for her services to 
education. 

When Mrs Lloyd, 70, was teaching 
reception class at Woods Loke Primary 
School, Lowestoft, in the 1970s the 
school decided to change one of their 
methods in a bid to help children who 
were underachieving. 

They switched from the ‘Look and 
Say’ method of learning to read, where 
children are expected to look and 
memorise words, to using synthetic 
phonics - which teaches the letter 
sounds first. 

Mrs Lloyd said: “It’s a great honour - 
I am very pleased and I hope it [the 
award] will do some good for chil¬ 
dren.” 

When synthetic phonics was intro¬ 
duced, Mrs Lloyd and her fellow recep¬ 
tion teachers noticed an immediate 
improvement in their pupils’ reading 
standards. 

Despite this, it has been a battle to 
get this method of learning imple¬ 
mented into Government policy and 
used correctly in other schools across 
the country. 

Mrs Lloyd said: “It’s still a new thing, 
but I am hoping that this honour will 
bring more understanding that if you 
do the right things in the beginning 
when you are teaching children, we 
can ensure that all children learn to 
read. 

“It was a long time ago that the 


school I was teaching at changed, and 
it’s taken a long time.” 

Mrs Lloyd has hailed synthetic phon¬ 
ics as the “obvious” way to learn to 
read, as the use of letter sounds goes 
along with learning to write. 

She has also written a hand book 
about synthetic phonics after meeting 
publisher Christopher Jolly in the 
1990s, who had his own interests in 
how the English language worked. 


The teacher later became involved in 
creating the Jolly Phonics and Jolly 
Grammar programme. 

Mrs Lloyd said: “There are still a lot 
of children who are being failed - we 
have got to make sure they learn the 
letter sounds and learn to put them 
together. 

“Once children start to fail, it 
becomes more difficult to pick them 
back up.”

THE first ever virtual 
‘Women’s Room’ has 
been launched by a 
charity to raise 
awareness of heart 
disease in females 
and to offer support.

AMUM-of-four had a very differ¬ 
ent Christmas from the one she 
expected when her baby daugh¬ 
ter arrived ahead of schedule. 

Billieann Monk went into 
labour six days early during an 
awards evening at Samuel Ward 
Academy, Haverhill. 

Less than two hours later, little 
Evie-Mae was born weighing 61bs 
6oz. 

Billieann, 36, said: “I was wor¬ 
ried about having her on 
Christmas Day, so it was nice that 
she was there with us to cele¬ 
brate.” 

The bundle of joy shocked her 
parents and sisters with her 
arrival on December 17, only 15 
minutes after mum Billieann 
arrived at West Suffolk Hospital. 

The 36-year-old was at Samuel 
Ward that night to watch daugh¬ 
ter lade, 16, receive an award. 

Shortly after the event started, 
she felt contractions. 

Billieann said: “I was halfway 
out of the hall when my waters 
broke.” 

After calling her husband Stan, 
42, Samuel Ward staff lay 
Billieann on the floor and fol¬ 
lowed the instructions of 999 
staff until an ambulance arrived. 

The mum-of-four, who also has 
Roseanna, 7, and Cerys, 14, was 
rushed to West Suffolk Hospital 
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in Bury St Edmunds by ambu¬ 
lance. 

There were complications as lit¬ 
tle Evie-Mae, who now weighs 
61bs 8oz, had had her first bowel 
movement - meconium - when 
she was still in the womb. 

This meant that she was in dis¬ 
tress, and was in danger as the 
meconium could have passed 
into her lungs. 

She was checked at two-hour 
intervals through the night, and 
was sent home to Church Park, 
Stoke-by-Clare, the next day with 
a clean bill of health. 

Billieann said: “I really do 
believe that if the women from 
Samuel Ward hadn’t laid me 
down on the floor I would have 
had her a lot quicker. 

“The whole thing was a whirl¬ 
wind - it seemed very quick com¬ 
pared to my other girls. 

“I expected to be late like I was 
with the others - it was a relief to 
get her here before Christmas.” 

Evie-Mae has spent her first few 
weeks being pampered by her 
family and other visitors over the 
festive period. 

“She’s been a good baby so far - 
and her sisters love her to bits,” 
she added.

Father in 
drugs case 
avoids jail 
sentence 


A DAD-of-three who has been liv¬ 
ing in a tent after police found 
drugs in his home has avoided an 
immediate prison sentence. 

Wayne Pearce, 33, pleaded guilty 
to possession of cannabis with 
intent to supply and possession of 
cocaine with intent to supply. 

Police entered the flat he shared 
with his partner and three chil¬ 
dren in July last year and discov¬ 
ered 10 wraps of cannabis and six 
wraps of cocaine, with a street 
value of between £350 and £400. 

The 33-year-old told police where 
to look for the box of drugs, and 
said he had only been looking after 
it for a mate for a few hours. 

James Earle, mitigating, said that 
Pearce had been co-operative from 
the start and pleaded guilty at the 
earliest opportunity. 

He added that the dad’s motive 
was financial. 
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Mr Earle said: “He has already 
suffered substantially from his 
own folly.” 

Judge John Holt said he accepted 
that Pearce was only a custodian of 
the drugs in exchange for pay¬ 
ment, but said his role had been 
“significant”. 

Pearce, of no fixed address in 
Haverhill, was sentenced to 18 
months in jail, suspended for two 
years at Ipswich Crown Court on 
December 18. 

He was also ordered to carry out 
200 hours of unpaid community 
work, and will be under Probation 
Service supervision for two years. 

Judge Holt said: “You have been 
given a chance. If you throw it 
away you will be serving 18 
months. Next time you are tempt¬ 
ed think of your children.”

traffic plan: We 
need more time 


PLANS to direct traffic flow 
out of Haverhill High Street 
have been criticised. 

An Experimental Traffic 
Regulation Order which will 
make part of Camps Road 
one-way is set to start in the 
town centre early this year. 

But county councillor Tony 
Brown has spoken out against 
the trial saying it is not what 
Haverhill wants or needs. 

At a meeting of Suffolk 
County Council on December 
19, Cllr Brown, for Haverhill 
East and Kedington, called 
for more consultation with 
residents to understand how 
the diverted traffic would 
affect other streets. 

A loading bay on Mill Road 
is also going be moved 7m 
south of its current position, 
and one of the street’s disa¬ 
bled bays will be relocated to 
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Camps Road. 

Other areas affected include 
Swan Lane, Recreation Road 
and Helions Park Avenue. 

Cllr Brown said: “It’s not just 
going to have an impact on 
the centre - it’s going to have 
an impact on the whole 
town.” 

The plan, which has the 
support of local police offic¬ 
ers and Haverhill Town 
Council, is expected to reduce 
traffic in the High Street by 60 
per cent. 

Currently, the road is sup¬ 
posed to be pedestrians only 
between 10am and 4pm - but 
this rule is continuously get¬ 
ting broken. 

A solution to the problem of 


unwanted traffic in the High 
Street, Cllr Brown says, would 
be to employ a traffic warden. 

He said: “I am fully behind 
what this is trying to achieve, 
but there’s other ways to 
achieve that. 

“We want someone that’s 
going to enforce the existing 
regulations -1 think that’s the 
way forward.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council confirmed 
that an informal consultation 
will take place in January and 
that the scheme should be 
implemented towards the 
end of February. 

Other county councillors 
and town councillors 
expressed their support for 
the scheme, but have voiced 
their own worries too about 
the impact on nearby resi¬ 
dential areas.

The next community engagement group (CEG) 
meeting for West Suffolk Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) is being held in Bury St Edmunds 
on January 10.

“It is important that people give their views so 
that the CCG can commission the right health 
services which meet the needs of local people.” 

The last meeting was held in Haverhill on 
November 11. The group meets in adifferent 
locations across West Suffolk.

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Man, 27, sent 
foul texts 
to teenager, 
court is told 


A MAN has escaped a prison term 
despite breaching an order forbid¬ 
ding him from contacting a 
16-year-old girl. 

Mark Butler, 27, of Somerset 
Court, Haverhill, was charged with 
breaching a restraining order, 
which was made early last year. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard that 
Butler was sentenced in March 
2013 for harassment, and the order 
was imposed. 

Peter Gair, prosecuting, said that 
the young girl received a text mes¬ 
sage on her phone which she found 
upsetting and contained foul lan¬ 
guage and which she believed to 
have been sent by Butler. 

This incident was on August 11. 

More texts and messages on 
Facebook followed, and though 
they did not bear Butler’s name it 
was apparent to the girl that they 
had come from him. 

Mr Gair added that the messages 
had been written with the inten-

tion of causing the teenager dis¬ 
tress, and the girl had been seri¬ 
ously affected psychologically. 

Butler was arrested on August 14, 
and pleaded guilty to breaching a 
restraining order in November. 

He has spent four months in cus¬ 
tody awaiting sentence. 

Jonathan Goodman, mitigating, 
said that the 27-year-old has no 
previous convictions. 

Mr Recorder Jeremy Benson QC 
sentenced Butler to four months 
imprisonment, suspended for two 
years. 

He has also been placed under 
the supervision of the probation 
service for two years and the 
restraining order is still in force. 

Mr Recorder Benson said: “Any 
breach of a court order is taken 
very seriously.” 

Butler was sentenced on 
December 20.

Warning over 
‘police’ scam 


FRAUDSTERS posing as 
police officers have scammed 
people in Suffolk out of more 
than £30,000. 

Residents are being warned 
to remain vigilant after five 
people have been struck by 
con men and women in the 
county since August. 

Scammers ring an elderly 
victim, telling them they are a 
police officer investigating 
fraud on their bank account 
or working for the victim’s 
bank and proceed to ask for 
account information. 

If the resident becomes sus¬ 
picious, the offender tells 
them to call 999 to ask for 
confirmation. 

The victim then calls the 
police, but does not realise 
that the offender has not hung 
up so goes straight through to 
them again. 

In some cases a female 
offender comes on the line 
and verifies the so-called 
officer’s details.

The caller is then handed 
back to the original offender 
who obtains the victims 
details. 

In other cases victims have 
been told a courier will be 
sent round to collect their 
bank card or have been asked 
to go to their bank to with¬ 
draw large amounts of money 
which is collected by courier. 

Alan Osborne, community 
safety manager for Suffolk 
Police, said: “Fraudsters will

“We are working with banks, 
building societies and taxi or 
courier companies to raise 
awareness of this particular 
scam but we are keen to stress 
to those people who have 
elderly family members or 
neighbours to spread the 
word and talk to them about 
this type of crime.”

New term brings a fresh 
start for brave Savannah 


DEBRA FOX talks to one mother 
about her battle for the very 
best education for her daughter 


MOST teenagers dread having to 
go back to school after the 
Christmas holidays. 

But for one 15-year-old, this new 
term has been a long time com¬ 
ing. 

Savannah Hanlon has been out 
of school since May 2013 after her 
autism made it impossible to 
continue learning in mainstream 
school. 

After months of fighting to get 
her daughter the appropriate 
education, mum Wendy is start¬ 
ing 2014 with a weight off her 
shoulders. 

Wendy said: “I nearly did give 
up because it was so stressful and 
was making me ill - but I’m glad I 
didn’t.” 

The mother and daughter, who 
live in Queensway, Haverhill, 
have recently been through a tri¬ 
bunal with Suffolk County 
Council to get Savannah into the 
school which they believed she 


needed. 

Savannah, who previously 
attended Castle Manor Academy, 
should be in Year 11 - but when 
she starts at her new school it will 
be back in Year 10. 

Her absence means she has 
missed a key period of secondary 
education and preparation for 
GCSEs. 

The 15-year-old will start at 
Gretton School in Girton, 
Cambridge on January 7 - but she 
will have to board there during 
the week because her education¬ 
al needs are now so severe. 

Wendy, 39, said: “The mum in 
me doesn’t want that, but it’s 
what has got to happen at this 
stage in her life.” 

As well as attending classes, 
Savannah will enjoy leisure time 
with her classmates to help 
improve her social skills - which 
are hampered by her high func¬ 
tioning autism.

Symptoms of the disorder 
include lack of interaction 
skills, little understanding of 
abstract uses of language and 
strong reactions to textures, 
smells, sounds and sights. 

“She knows it’s the best 
thing for her, but she has been 
put off school so much,” said 
Wendy. 

“Castle Manor were brilliant 
and they really got involved 
and did everything they could 
- Savannah just wants to fit in 
with everyone else.” 

The teenager was given a 
huge confidence boost at the 
end of last year when she won 
the youth section of a photog¬ 
raphy competition, held at 
East Town Park. 

Savannah’s close up shot of 
a cardinal beetle scooped her 
a tutorial with wildlife pho¬ 


tographer Colin Edwards, 
also of Haverhill. 

She said: “When I am taking 
photos I am so focused on the 
subject that all my worries go 
to the back of my mind. 

“When I have managed to 
get a good photograph it 
makes me feel proud.” 

Savannah says she is able to 
“lose herself” in her photog¬ 
raphy and have complete con¬ 
trol over what she does - an 
important factor for an 
autism sufferer. 

The local authority recom¬ 
mended Churchill Special 
School, based at Samuel Ward 
Academy, for the teenager - 
but Wendy argued that it 
would be counter-productive 
for her daughter to learn 
alongside mainstream pupils 
when she could not interact 


with them. 

A spokesman for the county 
council said that there was a 
school place available for the 
15-year-old during her time of 
non-attendance. 

He said: “We can confirm 
that Ms Hanlon has exercised 
her right to appeal to the 
independent SEN and 
Disability Tribunal regarding 
her daughter’s educational 
needs, the provision to meet 
those needs and the school 
placement identified in her 
daughter’s Statement of 
Special Educational Needs. 

“Having considered both 
written and verbal evidence 
on behalf of the parent and 
Suffolk County Council, the 
Tribunal ordered that Ms 
Hanlon’s daughter should 
attend Gretton School.”

ELECTIONS are being held 
next week to fill the casual 
vacancy on Haverhill Town 
Council, and StEdmundsbury 
Borough Council. 

Both positions, for Haverhill 
East, were previously held by 
the late Les Ager, who died in 
October 2013 following a bat¬ 
tle with lymphoma. 

Polling will be between 7am 
and 10pm at Chalkstone 
Community Centre, East 
Town Park and Haverhill Arts 
Centre next Thursday. 

Paul Firman, for UKIP, Ken 
Rolph, for Liberal Democrat 
and Liz Smith, for Labour, are 
the candidates for the town 
council vacancy. 

Paul Firman has recently 
switched from Conservative 
to UKIP in a bid to take action 
and “get things done in the 
town”. 

Mr Firman, who has lived in 
Haverhill his whole life, said: 
“I would like to get involved 
with the evening events and 
we need to improve our trans¬ 
port system. 

“The health care is terrible, 


and the waiting lists to see a 
doctor are abysmal - hopeful¬ 
ly I can make some sort of 
change.” 

Mr Firman has also run a 
fruit and vegetable stall in the 
High Street for 26 years. 

Labour candidate Liz Smith 
has lived in Haverhill for more 
than 10 years and also works 
in the local area. 

If elected, she plans to work 
hard on representing the voic¬ 
es of all residents and address¬ 
ing their concerns. 

She said: “I am particularly 
interested in the improve¬ 
ment of healthcare provision, 
transport links and would like 
to see any future develop¬ 
ments provide facilities for the 


most vulnerable in our com¬ 
munity.” 

County councillor Tony 
Brown, for UKIP, is standing 
for the borough seat while 
town councillors Pat Hanlon 
and David Roach have also 
put themselves forward for 
their respective parties. 

Mr Rolph, who will also 
stand as the Lib Dem candi¬ 
date for the borough on 
January 9, previously stood for 
a county seat in the latest elec¬ 
tion in May 2013, taking 
almost 12 per cent of the vote 
for Haverhill East and 
Kedington. 

He has also run for a bor¬ 
ough seat in the past. 

Cllr Hanlon, former town 


mayor, said: “If I am elected 
onto the borough council I 
will stop any further cuts that 
affect all the people of 
Haverhill. 

“When I was last on the bor¬ 
ough council I was part of the 
Labour group that negotiated 
a £10million subsidy towards 
the cinema complex, because 
I believe we should invest in 
Haverhill especially with 
27,000 people. 

“In 10 years we will be the 
same size as Bury is now.”

“I want it to be a place that 
people can aspire to coming 
to and for our youth to stay 
and grow. We have a great 
town and a good location. I 
would like the opportunity to 
be part of the driving force to 
make things happen.”

JANUARY: 

■ Councillor Les Ager and Muriel 
Healey received British Empire 
Medals (BEM) for their respective 
services. Cllr Ager received a medal 
for his services to music in Haverhill, 
and Muriel Healey was honoured for 
her work with tenants across Suffolk, 
as a board member of the Havebury 
Housing Partnership. 

■ Families across Haverhill were 
left shocked and frightened after a 
thug attacked a young girl, pouring 
bleach down her throat. The cow¬ 
ardly attacker cornered his teenage 
victim in Leather Lane, Haverhill, 
before cutting her stomach and neck 
with a piece of glass and force feed¬ 
ing her the bleach. 

■ Cllr Guy McGregor, portfolio 
holder for transport, rejected plans 
for pedestrianisation of the High 
Street, despite this being hailed as 
the best way to stop illegal parking 
and speeding. 

■ Brave members of the public 
foiled a jewellery shop raid after a 
man fled from Griffith Jones, 
Haverhill High Street, with a tray of 
gold chains. Shop staff, some in their 
60s, chased the offender before he 
was tackled to the ground. 

FEBRUARY: 

■ The town paid tribute to a rugby 
stalwart who was found dead. Ian 
Wade, president of Suffolk Rugby 
Union, had been associated with 
Haverhill’s Rugby Club for 10 years. 
Club colleagues expressed their 
shock and sadness at the death of a 
“special man” who left behind his 
wife Alice, two children and grand¬ 
children. 

■ A new treatment centre for peo¬ 
ple with drug and alcohol addiction 
was launched in Haverhill. Matthew 
Hancock officially opened the Open 
Road Haverhill premises in 
Strasbourg Square. 

■ Two Haverhill men were jailed 
for torching a 400-year-old wedding 
venue. Thomas Richardson and 
Mark Hall, both of Pipers Close, were 
jailed for five and four years respec¬ 
tively for burning down Chilford 
Hall, Linton, in June 2012. 

MARCH: 

■ Cllr Guy McGregor was escorted 
from an SNT meeting by Inspector 
Peter Ferrie after suggesting a traffic 
scheme which would make part of 
Camps Road one-way - cutting High 
Street traffic by up to 60 per cent. 
Residents and town councillors 
accused Cllr McGregor of being 
“arrogant” and “ignoring the wishes 
of residents and visitors” by deciding 
against pedestrianisation of the 
High Street between 10am and 4pm. 

■ A disabled teenager was given 
an overdose of painkillers during a 
stay inAddenbrooke’s hospital. Scott 
Harrison, of Linton, was being treat¬ 
ed for an eye injury when he was 
given too much paracetamol on 
eight separate occasions over two 
days. The hospital apologised for the 
14-year-old’s “poor experience” and 
launched an investigation. 

■ A scheme to make all of 
Haverhill’s car parks free after 3pm 
on Fridays was officially launched. 
Fridays were chosen to tie in with the 
town’s annual late night shopping 
evening and Christmas light switch 
on. A one-year trial was agreed, and 
started on April 26. 

APRIL: 

■ Visitors to Linton Zoo were 


enchanted by the arrival of a rare 
primate - a baby white-collared 
lemur. The special baby, a boy, was 
born to parents Harriet and Jeepster. 
Linton is home to 10 of only 14 of the 
lemurs in Europe. 

■ Lottery winner Gillian Bayford 
revealed that she “wanted to bring 
some fun back to Haverhill” by tak¬ 
ing over a play centre. The million¬ 
aire bought Cheeky Chimps, on 
Boundary Road, which closed earlier 
in the year, disappointing parents 
and children across town. Mrs 
Bayford decided to re-open it under 
the name Rascals Playbarn. It 
opened in May. 

■ Tributes were paid to dad-of-two 
Dean Cork who was killed after his 
scooter was involved in a collision 
with a van. The incident happened at 
the junction of Skippers Lane and 
Common Road, West Wratting. 
Family and friends hailed Mr Cork, 
who worked for Cambridge City 
Council, as an “amazing man”. 

MAY: 

■ Building work started on a new 
special school, situated in the ground 
of Samuel Ward Academy. The 
Churchill School, led by Georgina 
Ellis who is also head at 
Wickhambrook Primary School, is 
designed for students with speech, 
language and communication 
needs. Students on the autism spec¬ 
trum, or those suffering with 
Aspergers Syndrome, will also have a 
place at Churchill. 

■ UKIP took up residence in 
Haverhill, with councillors from the 
party claiming two of the town’s 
seats on Suffolk County Council. Cllr 
Tony Brown was elected for Haverhill 
East and Kedington, while Cllr Julian 
Flood took up one of two seats for 
Haverhill Cangle Ward. The other 
was taken by Cllr Anne Gower, 
Conservative. 


■ A family was left heartbroken 
after the death of “kind and cheeky” 
Bradley Gamble at the junction of 
Skippers Lane and Common Road, 
West Wratting. His brothers Daniel 
and Mitchell told of the 20-year-old’s 
acts of kindness and clowning 
around. A memorial for Bradley was 
left opposite that for Dean Cork, who 
died a month previously. 

JUNE: 

■ Haverhill’s new mayor and dep¬ 
uty officially started work. Cllr Roger 
Andre took up the role of mayor with 
Cllr Maureen Byrne as deputy. 
Haverhill Foodbank, Lamp H and 
Gateway were chosen as the mayoral 
charities for the year. 

■ A one-stop for youth services 
was revealed as the outcome of the 
town’s community budget, as decid¬ 
ed by local residents. The ONE 
Haverhill board worked to consult 
with the whole community to deliver 
what they wanted. Residents also 
expressed an interest in being the 
eyes and ears of the streets. Haverhill 
was chosen as one of 12 pilot loca¬ 
tions to take part in the community 
budget scheme. 

■ The Weekly News revealed plans 
for the “biggest show Haverhill has 
ever seen”. A show committee, led by 
local photographer David Doughty 
got together plans for the town’s first 
ever Summer Bash, which would 
include baby, cake, dog and flower 
shows, as well as music, dancing, 
refreshments and other entertain¬ 
ment. 

JULY: 

■ Haverhill was shortlisted as one 
of the UK’s 100 ‘crappiest towns’. 
Town Mayor Cllr Roger Andre, 
Principal of Castle Partnership 
Academy Trust, Madeleine Vigar and 
Principal of Samuel Ward Academy 
Howard Lay were just some of those 


standing up for the town, praising its 
improvements and developments. 

■ Rascals Playbarn, bought by lot¬ 
tery winner Gillian Bayford, mysteri¬ 
ously closed due to “unforeseen cir¬ 
cumstances” much to the disap¬ 
pointment of parents and children. 
Co-owner Cindy Smith thanked staff 
for their hard work while messages 
poured in over Facebook. 

■ Haverhill Town Council revealed 
that they hoped to turn the town’s 
old police station and magistrates’ 
court into the youth centre, as 
requested in the community budget. 

■ Thousands of people descended 
on the Recreation Ground for the 
first ever Summer Bash. It was later 
revealed that the successful event 
raised £4,000 for chosen beneficiar¬ 
ies Lamp H, the food bank, the 
scouts and guides and the elderly. 
Plans are already in place for next 
year’s event. 

AUGUST: 

■ A local mum-of-one stepped in 
to take over Rascals Playbarn, for¬ 
merly run by lottery winner Gillian 
Bayford, who said she “could not 
give the project the time it needs”. 
Toni Simpkin said she wanted bring 
a lot to the town for local families. 

■ Listeners across the globe tuned 
in to Daniel Bell and Callum Sutton’s 
record-breaking radio broadcast 
attempt. The duo went live from the 
Days Inn Haverhill for 75 hours to 
raise money for Help for Heroes. 

■ Callum Jefferson, 17, told the 
Weekly News how he was living life to 
the full after breaking his neck a year 
before. Paralysed from the chest 
down, Callum had an accident while 
free running on a tree. The family is 
trying to raise £37,000 to build an 
extension to their home. 

SEPTEMBER: 

■ Haverhill Town Council revealed 


plans for a new clock and invited the 
public to get involved with choosing 
a design. The idea came after 
Haverhill’s old clock was taken down 
and never replaced. 

■ UKIP councillor Tony Brown 
started a bid to renovate the town’s 
old Corn Exchange building into a 
history and heritage centre for 
Haverhill. 

■ It emerged that a “racist joke” 
had been the starting factor in the 
resignation of UKIP town councillor 
Bryan Hawes. Mr Hawes said he 
apologised for his remark when he 
was told it had caused offence, and a 
formal complaint was made. 

■ Draft versions of Vision 2031 
documents for Haverhill were passed 
through by the borough council 
without any of the public’s objec¬ 
tions being noted. While councillors 
called for the plans to be looked at 
again, the borough council said that 
all comments will be looked at by the 
planning inspector. 

OCTOBER: 

■ Haverhill Town Council pre¬ 
pared to lose £129,000 in funding as 
St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
passed a motion to reduce the 
amount of money given to town and 
parish authorities. The borough 
were criticised for not consulting 
with the local councils before mak¬ 
ing the cut. 

■ A pensioner from Haverhill was 
given a 10-year ban from keeping 
animals after two of his dogs were 
rescued by the RSPCA. John Staples 
pleaded guilty to ignoring the needs 
of his pet dogs. One dog was put to 
sleep and the other is too nervous to 
be rehomed. The 78-year-old was 
ordered to pay £250 and had to 
rehome all of his other pets. 

■ Rough sleepers were put into 
accommodation after sleeping 
rough on Duddery Hill allotments

for five months. PCSO Lorna 
Chapman took on the case of the two 
men, both foreign nationals. 

■ A new town councillor was elect¬ 
ed to Haverhill North after the resig¬ 
nation of Bryan Hawes. Barry 
Robbins, also UKIP, was voted in on 
October 10. 

■ Haverhill mourned the loss of 
much-loved town and borough 
councillor Les Ager who died follow¬ 
ing a battle with lymphoma. Tributes 
from colleagues, family, friends and 
organisations across town came 
pouring in. 

NOVEMBER: 

■ Historic cottages on Haverhill 
High Street were saved from being 
demolished. An application by 
Havebury Housing was refused by 
the borough council, and the hous¬ 
ing association decided instead to 
put the cottages up for auction, in 
the hope of getting them renovated. 

■ A consultation into the future of 
Haverhill’s Town Centre was brand¬ 
ed “a waste of money” by Town 
Mayor Cllr Roger Andre. The pro¬ 
cess, carried out by Suffolk County 
Council, will be incorporated into 
the master plan for the town, but Cllr 
Andre said it did not uncover any¬ 
thing that residents did not know, or 
had not asked for. 


■ Lottery winners Adrian and 
Gillian Bayford announced they 
were divorcing - but said that that an 
affair was not behind the breakdown 
of their marriage. The couple, who 
scooped the second biggest lottery 
win ever, had stayed in the area in a 
£6 million Georgian mansion. Mr 
Bayford reportedly moved a 10 min¬ 
ute drive away from the family home 
after the split. 

■ An experimental traffic order is 
coming to Haverhill in early 2014 as a 


way of combatting unwanted traffic 
on the High Street. The order, which 
makes part of Camps Road one-way, 
heading westbound and part of Mill 
Road one-way heading southbound, 
is supposed to cut High Street traffic. 

DECEMBER: 

■ Mum-of-three Melanie Turnbull 
launched a campaign alongside 
PCSO Kayla Packman to stop parents 
parking illegally outside Burton End 
and St Felix Primary Schools. Police 


officers decided to issue those park¬ 
ing across the pedestrian with £100 
fixed penalty notices, which carry an 
endorsement of three points. 

■ Children from Haverhill’s pri¬ 
mary schools designed new 
Christmas lights for the town. They 
were switched on by pantomime’s 
Snow White (played by Katie Bass) 
on December 6 to tie in with the 
town’s late night shopping and fire¬ 
works display. 

■ Historic cottages on Haverhill 


High Street were sold at auction to a 
local man for £51,000. Havebury 
Housing will instead build four flats 
on the cottage site, and a communal 
courtyard for all of the properties to 
share. 

■ Families paid tribute to two 
Haverhill men killed on the same 
day on the county’s roads. Peter 
James, 26, died when his car hit a 
tree in Homefield Road and Chris 
Waters, also 26, died when walking 
home along the A134 at Assington.

MANDELA: LONG WALK TO 
FREEDOM 

certificate 12A, 2h26m 


IT’S tempting to allow the profound 
sense of loss that greeted the death 
of Nelson Mandela on December 5, 

2013, to fog critical judgement of Justin 
Chadwick’s worthy biopic. 

Mandela: Long Walk To Freedom 
is reverential and respectful, adapted 
from Mandela's memoirs of the 
same name by Oscar-nominated 
screenwriter William Nicholson 
( Gladiator, Shadowlands). There is 
nothing here to desecrate the memory 
of the South African statesman, who 
was a lynchpin in the abolition of 
apartheid. 

Equally, Chadwick's gallop through 
52 years of turmoil doesn't delve 
into the minutiae of a flawed 
human being behind the myth. 

It's a handsomely crafted yet 
emotionally underwhelming skim- 
read of important historical footnotes. 
Mandela's 27-year incarceration, most 
of it on Robben Island, accounts for 
around 40 minutes of the earnest 
picture but feels considerably longer. 

The film opens in the Xhosa village of 
Mandela's youth with a slow-motion 
tribal ritual that ushers Nelson into 
manhood. 

We jump forward to 1942 
Johannesburg, where Mandela (Idris 
Elba) is an idealistic lawyer, whose 
eyes are gradually opened to the harsh 
reality of an unfair justice system. 


He weds nurse Evelyn Mase (Terry 
Pheto) and they raise a family but the 
marriage buckles under the strain of 
his increasing involvement with the 
African National Congress (ANC). 

They divorce in 1958 as Mandela 
and his ANC brothers stand trial for 
treason - the same year he meets, 
courts and marries social worker 
Winnie Madikizela (Naomie Harris), 
who passionately believes in his 
crusade. 

"If they want a war, we will 
give them a war," Nelson asserts, 
abandoning his pacifist leanings in the 
aftermath of the Sharpeville massacre 
in 1960, which results in the deaths of 
69 black protesters. 


The ANC begins a sabotage 
campaign, meeting violence with 
violence, and Nelson is sentenced 
to life in prison alongside fellow 
activists including Walter Sisulu (Tony 
Kgoroge), Ahmed Kathrada (Riaad 
Moosa), Raymond Mhlaba (Zolani 
Mkiva) and Andrew Mlangeni (Simo 
Mogwaza). 

Culminating in Mandela's release 
from prison and the 1994 elections, 
Long Walk To Freedom tips its hat to 
key facts we already knew. 

There is a heart-rending scene 
of Mandela receiving a telegram 
informing him of the death of his 
firstborn son Thembi in a car accident, 
and iconic scenes of a grey-haired 


Mandela and Winnie walking hand-in- 
hand out of Victor Verster prison. 

Elba is more physically imposing 
than his subject but he captures the 
cadences of Mandela's speech and 
delivers rousing calls to arms with 
aplomb. 

Harris is equally impressive as the 
woman who was wrenched away from 
her children and suffered physical and 
emotional abuse to break her spirit. 

The 146-minute running is both 
too brief to summarise Mandela's 
entire life and too long to sustain key 
episodes that Nicholson chooses as his 
narrative. 

We want less and more, and settle 
for something in between.

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gardening 


designs on 
a new aarden 


IF YOU’VE had time over the festive season to leaf 
through those gardening book gifts, or to visit a 
public garden and walk off those Christmas ex¬ 
cesses, you’ll hopefully be awash with innovative 
ideas on designs to replicate in your own garden 
in the new year. 

If you are redesigning an 
established garden, you can 
retain mature features, moving 
large shrubs and border plants 
to create an immediate effect. 

The proportion of plants and 
features to open space in the 
garden is all-important and 
the general rule is one-third 
planting to two-thirds space. 

You need that space to prop¬ 
erly be able to see your garden 
and all its features. 

Yet the garden can consist of 
many elements. Even a small 
garden could incorporate a mixture of different 
aspects, from lawn and paving to gravel, water 
and pebbles. If you have a tiny garden, think 
about incorporating vertical planting, using climb¬ 
ers to bring colour and texture upwards, or make 
your garden seem larger with the use of mirrors. 

Vertical dimension will prevent an otherwise 
flat area from looking boring. In a large garden, 


m^xample, tall trees will take the eye upwards, 
while in a medium-sized garden pergolas, arches 
and arbours are useful devices. 

Consider using a few bold focal points to draw 
the eye across the garden at an angle, which can 
help to overcome the shortcomings of a really 

tiny space. Drawing the eye to 
focal points elsewhere can also 
detract attention from an unat¬ 
tractive object or area, rather 
than attempting to screen it. 

If your garden is big enough 
to incorporate beds and bor¬ 
ders, make sure they aren't too 
narrow. Too many plants end 
up cramped between fences 
and lawn in boring, straight 
borders which do nothing for 
the plants or the view. Think 
about introducing interesting 
curves to your borders to give 
them a more fluid feel. 

The minimum width for a border should be 
around 1m (40in) and even with that, you'll be 
limited to dwarf shrubs and fairly small perenni¬ 
als. If your design includes three layers of planting 
in a bed, you'll need an area of at least 3m 
squared. 

You may think that planting the tallest plants at

the back of the border and graduating until you 
have the smallest plants at the front is the best 
way to go, but there are certain plants you can 
use to break with tradition. 

Height in the foreground, as long as it doesn't 
block the line of vision, increases perspective and 
can make the garden seem longer. For this you 
can use wispy grasses such as Stipa gigantea, or 
perennials that produce light flower spikes such as 
Digitalis lutea, or see-through specimens such as 
Verbena bonariensis, which don't block the view 
of what's behind them. 

Long, narrow gardens can often be improved 
by dividing the area into several smaller sections, 
using hedges, low walls, raised beds or shrub bor¬ 
ders that extend into the garden and prevent the 
eye being taken in a straight line to the end. Each 
area might incorporate a different theme, such as 
scent, water, herbs or flowers. 

Of course, before any project can start, con¬ 


sider the type of gardener you are. Do you want 
a low-maintenance plot, or one you can endlessly 
potter in? How much time will you realistically be 
able to spend each week maintaining that space? 

Draw up a plan either on a computer or with 
pencil and (preferably graph or squared) paper, 
to make an outline of the existing garden and its 
dimensions. Include existing features you want 
to keep and potential obstacles such as manhole 
covers which you'll need to work around. Mark 
the direction of the sun, where it falls at particu¬ 
lar times of the day and any permanent shadow. 
Then put tracing paper over the original plan and 
sketch ideas of your own, experimenting with lay¬ 
out and plantings, bearing in mind what the vista 
will look like from the house, both downstairs and 
upstairs. 

And don't make it too complicated. Remember 
clean lines and simple shapes will always work 
best - in design, less is often more.
